No other Chinese employes are en- 
gaged in collecting any taxes, rates o 
dues whatsoever, 

Chinese residents, shop-keepers, 
others are accordingly requested uni- 
formly to take note that no pay: 
should be made to any other Muni 
Employes except those above mentioned. 
The employes of the Health Office, 
whose work takes them inside houses 
are cooli+s engaged in rat and mosquito 
destruction : they are provided with 
badges stamped and signed by the 
Health Officer. Disinfection is never 
carried out by Chinese except in the 
presence of a responsible foreigner : 
disinfection is never undertaken without 
previous official notification : and this 
work is performed gratis, No gratui- 
ties should be given, nor any payments 
made to any employes engaged therein. 

No gratuities should be given to any 
employe in the Conneil’s service. Any 
person attempting to extort money on 
false pretences should immediately be 
handed over to the Police.

Mixed Court Report for 
October. 





‘an obstructive attitade in regard to the 
service of summonses in Civil Cases 
where the Plaintiffs are Foreigners and 
the Defendants reside outside the 
Settlement. The reason given for this 
action is that the Mixed Court has re- 
fused to give astistance to the City 
Authorities in several cases where extra- 
dition from the Settlement was sought. 

‘Tre last ti inj asse occurred in 
respect of this matter the Chinese 
Authorities claimed the right to try all 
‘cases against persons residing in Chinese 
Territory whether the Plaintiffs were 
Foreigners or Chinese. They have, 
however, since withdrawn from this 
untenable position so far as Foreigners 
‘are concerned and until recently the 
work of the Court has proceeded 
smoothly and unhindered by such ob- 
struction as is now being experienced. 

‘A meeting between the Mixed Court 
‘and the local Chinese Authorities will 
shortly take place when it is hoped the 
difficulties will be surmounted. 


Chinese Civil Cases—The nuraber of 
cases awaiting a firet hearing at the end 
of the month hes increased from 180 in 
Sejtember to 214 in October, the 
highest number yet reached. This is 
partly accounted for by a decrease of 27 
in the number of cases which have been 
brought to conclusion during the 
month. 

After two months’ working of the 
Court with only two Assessors it must 
be admitted that the number is in 
sufficient to cope with the volume of 
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work to be performed. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that a third Assessor will be 
appointed in the near futare to take the 
place of Mr, Klimanek whose death in 
the fighting around Tsinztao has to be 
recorded with deep regret on the part 
of all who came in contact with him in 
his work at the Court, 

House of Detention —The number 
of civil defendants under detention has| 
increased by tea during the past month ; 
the imorease is due to a cortain extent] 
to the curtailment in the work of the! 
Chinese Civil Coart noted above.
